1 . Applicant's arguments, see p. 13-14, filed 01/28/2009, with respect to claims 1- 
30, 51-52, 57-59 and 67-69 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The non- 
statutory obviousness-type double patenting rejection of claims 1-30, 51-52, 57-59 and 
67-69 has been withdrawn.

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach a microfluidic device comprising a loop channel intersecting a 
service channel, with a microvalve positioned at the intersection of loop and service 
channels closing flow from the service channel to the loop channel while allowing fluid 
to circulate within the loop channel, and a pump associated with the loop channel.
